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Historic preservation not limited to 200 year-old colonial homes

On 4 June 2003, Agawam Mayor Richard Cohen 
applied for a demolition permit for the building(s) 
located at 2 & 4 North 

Street, 12-14 North Street, and 274 & 276 
Springfield Street, the property at O’Brien’s Corner 
which was gifted to the town by Mrs. Grace Brewin. In 
a telephone conversation with me, the mayor stated 
he “had no use for the buildings.” 

As the property is listed on the town’s Inventory of 
Historic Structures and is on file in Boston with the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission (MHC # 173), 
the property received a Positive Initial Determination. 
In accordance with the town’s Demolition Delay 
Ordinance, a public hearing was then held by the 
Agawam Historical Commissionon Tuesday, July 8th 
with the purpose of determining the historical signifi¬ 
cance of the building(s). 

Several residents attended the public hearing, as 
did two town councilors and a candidate for town 
council. Neither the Mayor nor his representative 
attended the hearing. The Demolition Delay 
Ordinance was explained, the purpose of the public 
hearing outlined, and the history of the building(s) as 
known was presented. • i . 

The inventory form on file with the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission states that the buildings repre¬ 
sent “the development of a commercial center at the 
intersection .known as O’Brien’s Corner in the early 
20th century. .(.The) irregular plan (is) suited to (the) 
corner lot with frontage, on Springfield and North 
Streets. (The) origihal.design as three stores remains 
essentially intact: Shaped parapet and shingled upper 
story are distinguishing characteristics.” 

There is also a one-story brick building attached to 
the east side of the two-story block. It was built in 
1929 and was the original home of Sarat Ford, the 
oldest Ford Franchise dealership in the Springfield 
area and one of the oldest in New England. Sarat 
Ford was located in the building until 1955, when it 
moved to larger quarters across the street. It contin¬ 
ued to use the building until the late 1970s. Auto body 
shops later occupied the building. 

This connects the property very closely with the 
development of that part of Agawam, known as West 
Agawam. Until the trolley came through in the early 
1900s, that part of town was sparsely settled. Many of 
the early homes in that area were built in the teens 


and ‘20s when the automobile (especially the Ford 
Model T and later Model A) became more affordable 
and made travel easier. 

The building in question is one of only two like it in 
the Town of Agawam, and of the two, it is a much bet¬ 
ter example of a 1920s-30s commercial block. 

The two story section fronting North Street was 
home to Doc’s Barber Shop, run by Ralph Pisano for 
many years. From conversations with residents of the 
area, this was where the neighbors kept up on the 
goings on around town. Also housed in the building 
was the Old Agawam Cafe, which was described by a 
resident present at the public hearing as “the place to 
be on a Saturday night” during its heyday. The build¬ 
ing was later home to a succession of other restau¬ 
rants, and an appliance repair shop. Apartments on 
the second floor were occupied until the town took 
ownership of the property earlier this year. 

The Agawam Historical Commission determined 
that the building(s) in question met several of the cri¬ 
teria set forth in the town’s Demolition Delay 
Ordinance, specifically, that the building(s) are 
“deemed to be associated with the architectural, cul¬ 
tural, economic and social history of the Town of 
Agawam," that the building(s) are “historically and 
architecturally important (in terms of period and 
style)," and that they are to be considered “Historically 
Significant Buildings.” As such, no demolition permit 
may be issued until at least six (6) months from the 
date of the determination (8 January 2004). 

Notification of the determination was sent to the 
mayor, the Director'of Planning and Community 
Development, the Inspector of Buildings, the Agawam 
Town Council, the Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission and the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission. Possible uses for the buildings that have 
been discussed informally by the historical commis¬ 
sion and other parties include: teen center, park & rec 
office, town hall annex, town meeting rooms, new 
home for the Small Business Assistance Center, with 
office and retail “incubator” space on premise. 

It is the desire of the Agawam Historical 
Commission that the Town of Agawam take a leader¬ 
ship role not only in historic preservation, but in eco¬ 
nomic development in town. 

The renovation of the O’Brien’s Corner property 
could provide the catalyst to address the issue of 


empty storefronts. Tearing the building down does not 
address the core issue of why the storefronts are 
empty. 

Economics always play an important part in historic 
preservation, but it is very easy to look at a building 
that has been neglected for decades, label it an' eye¬ 
sore, and call for its demolition. It takes foresight and 
planning, a respect for the town’s past, and a commit¬ 
ment to its future to renovate a property like this. 

The Mayor was quoted as saying he would be 
happy to look at an alternative to demolition if the his¬ 
torical commission “can come up with a viable, no 
cost to the town alternative.” How realistic is that? The 
town spent over $18,000 for a site assessment of the 
property before it even took possession. Demolition 
costs are estimated to be over $60,000. And, if all is 
said and done, the town will be out nearly $80,000 
and have an empty lot. Wouldn’t that demolition 
money be better spent toward the renovation of the 
building, thereby preserving Agawam’s history and 
providing some benefit of the property to the town? 

It may be determined at some point that it is eco¬ 
nomically unfeasible to renovate the property, but with 
Community Preservation Fund money available for 
historic preservation and other sources of funding a 
possibility, the historical commission cannot allow ren¬ 
ovation to be dismissed out of hand. 

Historic preservation is not limited to 200-year-old 
colonial homes. Finding support for those buildings is 
simple. It is our recent history, the buildings that grew 
as our town did, that we are most danger of losing 
now. People place no value on the recent past, but it 
is the recent past, and even today’s events, that 
become the future’s history. 

There is nothing left in either Agawam Center or 
Feeding Hills center to remind us of early commercial 
activity there. Let’s not remove what little history and 
character remain at O’Brien’s Corner without some 
consideration. We will be losing much more than a 
boarded up building. 

I welcome discussion about this project and am 
interested in hearing any suggestions you may have 
for possible reuse of this property. As stipulated by 
Mrs. Brewin’s gift, the property can only be used for 
municipal purposes. I can be rerached at 786 3236.

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Melconian & Keenan 
vote to override 
budget cuts to 
Vets'’ Cemetery 

Override will restore $86,000for cemetery 

Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) and 
Representative Daniel Keenan (D-Southwick) are 
proud to announce that the Massachusetts 
Legislature voted to override Governor Romney’s 
veto of more than $86,000 in funding for the Agawam 
Veterans’ Cemetery. 

“The Agawam Veterans’ Cemetery has only been 
open a short white, yet it has achieved status as one 
of the best veterans’ cemeteries in the country,” 
Senator Melconian said. “Reducing the cemetery’s 
budget by $86,000 would unequivocally hurt the rep¬ 
utation the cemetery has earned and send the wrong 
message to our veterans, who served our country in 
times of sfrife and deserve an honorable and special 
burial.” 

The Senate and House voted to appropriate 
approximately $430,000 for the operating budgets of 
the Agawam and Winchendon Veterans’ Cemeteries, 
the majority of which was designated for the Agawam 
cemetery because the Winchendon cemetery is cur¬ 
rently under construction. In a line-item veto, 
Governor Romney cut $86,018, citing overestimated 
expenses. This reduction would have meant a funding 
cut of 25 percent for the Agawam cemetery, and 
would have forced the cemetery to lay off staff and 
dramatically reduce the number of burials available. 
Restoring the $86,000 will allow the cemetery to con¬ 
tinue providing excellent services to the veterans of 
Massachusetts. 

“I am thankful tftet my colleagues in the legislature 
voted to override Governor Romney’s veto of funding 
for the Veterans’ Cemetery in Agawam," 
Representative Keenan said. "The dedication of 
Director Robert McKean, his staff, and the many com¬ 
munity volunteers made my job of convincing my col¬ 
leagues an easy task.” 

Overall, the Legislature restored $155 million of the 
$201 million the Governor vetoed. Some of the items 
restored include funding for core services such as 
local aid for cities and towns,-.civil legal services, 
breast, cervical, and prostate cancer treatment, veter¬ 
ans’ outreach centers, and funding for-elder affairs.

Conversation and the exchange of "personality quips" 
continued as each tried to gather the wealth of some¬ 
times surprising information volunteered by one 
another. 

Was it unusual for one class member to play the 
school song on his trumpet from-the parking lot at the 
start of one of the functions? Was it strange that 
guests enjoyed themselves as much as class mem¬ 
bers? Was it unbelievable that Jane Durkan remem¬ 
bered each and every face and sometimes the family 
and history that went with it? Was this to be the last 
reunion? 

If you knew how special the class of 1953 was, you 
would know the answers to these questions. What will 
popular demand dictate? Who knows what thoughts 
lurk in the minds of the reunion committee? Only time 
and five years will tell!

These classmates, along with others, have kept the 
Southwick High teams (past and present) in top place 
finishes and set new records over the years. 

Arnold remarked, “I was first introduced to Mr. 
Atkinson in school around 1972. I had an interest in 
running at age 12, and he assisted me in my training 
for the track team. 

Reflecting on his former coach’s “daily training reg¬ 
iment," Arnold remarked, “Yes, ‘Mr. A’ used to follow 
behind us runners-as we trained; sometimes, he 
would jog alongside us. We use to run four or five 
miles in the morning, and another eight or 10 miles at 
night. A good 10 to 15 miles of jogging a day was par 
for the course. 

"No one did as much training as Mr. Atkinson did. 
He was doing basically workouts that a college level 
would do. And he had the athletes to show for it.” 

When Atkinson arriving at the retirement picnic with 
his wife, Rachel, "Dick looked ecstatic," said Arnold. 

“You could see he was generally thrilled to see 
those people he hasn’t seen in so long. It’s been over 
25 years since many of the classmates saw each 
other last, so it was a reunion as well as a retirement 
party for Dick Atkinson,” stated Arnold. 

Atkinson shared stories and memories with his for¬ 
mer students, and he was presented with gifts, cards, 
and a full-size cake. 

"We had a great turn-out for the picnic,” comment¬ 
ed Arnold, adding, "Classmates representing the 
years right up to this season’s graduation participat¬ 
ed, such as 70s runners Arnold,-Banish, Leonard, and 
Anderson to Andrew Pitts, who was the 
Massachusetts State Cross Country Champ in his jun¬ 
ior year and the runner-up during his senior year. Pitts 
is the record-holder in the mile and is heading to Yale 
in the fall." t 

When asked to describe his reaction to his retire¬ 
ment party, Atkinson exclaimed, "It was really wonder¬ 
ful to see all those people!" He was amazed that the 
attendees came from all over the United States, 
including Maine, Vermont, Baltimore, Alexandria, 
Virginia, Arizona, and Maine. 

“You know, I had ‘kids’ there whom I coached from 
the 1960s. Greg Wynns, who ran for me, was also an 
outstanding basketball player,” said Atkinson. 

He continued, “Of course, we had my top runners 
in the Stetson Arnold group (1975) that included David 
Leonard and Mike Winniger. They were my best run¬ 
ners and lasted up to the 1980s. We had the two 
championship teams then. Most of the Western Mass, 
championship teams I’m talking about were around 
1976; we won most of those courses. 

"I was very happy to see all those young men. I still 
keep thinking of them as boys, and yet I realize 76 
was 27 years ago,” admitted Atkinson with a laugh. 

Recalling the 76 team, Atkinson mentioned the fol¬ 
lowing names: John Bannish, Craig Arnold, Chris 
Defronzo, Mark Anderson, Kent Moquin, Darrell 
Brudzinski, and Richie Adams. "Stet Arnold, for exam¬ 
ple,” said Atkinson, “still holds the fastest Western 
Mass, school record for the two-mile run with a time of 


9.09.8 (set in 1973).” 

Atkinson stated, “Southwick runner Andrew Pitts 
came along and broke Evan Anderson’s mile record, 
which he set in 1982, I believe, when he ran the one- 
mile record in 4.19.45. For a small school to have 
those kinds of runners come along, it’s really some¬ 
thing else.” 

Did he train today’s runners via the same vigorous 
long runs as he did back in the 70s? Atkinson 
answered, “Well, the nice thing about the 70s was that 
there was a ‘running boom’ back then. Everyone start¬ 
ed to jog, thinking that it would lead to a strong and 
healthy life. Jogging was in vogue, a lot of kids were 
running, and the teams promoted themselves ... it was 
terrific! This lasted all through the 70s and into the 
80s.” 

He added, “And then, what basically happened was 
that Proposition 2-1/2 was passed and they started 
charging a fee for the kids to run. Then, all of a sud¬ 
den my good runners just seemed to dry up. I still had 
good runners after that, but not in the same numbers.” 

Atkinson credited the students having each other to 
compete against for their success prior to Proposition 
2-1/2. Today, far fewer students are trying out for track 
in the school system than they did in the 70s and 80s. 

"During my first year at Southwick, I taught the sev¬ 
enth and eighth grade,” remembered Atkinson. “After 
that, I taught at the high school level - all the math 
courses - for the next 39 years.” 

Along with the math classes, Atkinson was also a 
coach. “From the very beginning, I started coaching in 
1963; back then, the junior high and high school 
grades were in the same building.” 

Will “Mr. A” miss his daily classes apd coaching? “I 
will still be going to track meets and screaming at the 
kids,” he replied with a laugh. “I’ll go down to cheer the 
kids on, but I’m not coaching because I want to be free 
to do what I want to do with my wife. When the time 
comes that she's going somewhere, I’m going along. 
My wife, Rachel, is a needlepoint teacher (30 years’ 
experience), and she travels around the country 
teaching needlepoint seminars. So, when she goes 
somewhere in the country, I’ll be going with her.” 

Atkinson related, “In September, we are going to 
Boone, North Carolina. We may leave a few days 
early to scout out the area to see what there is of his¬ 
torical interest. Then, while she teaches for two or 
three days, I will be by myself and probably looking for 
some battlegrounds or other historical places to visit. 
Therefore, I don’t want to be restricted with coaching 
anymore; it wouldn’t be fair to the kids, and it is time 
to be with my wife.” 

The couple has been married for 43 years and will 
celebrate their anniversary in August. They have four 
sons: Steven, David, Michael, and Kevin. A native of 
Revere, Atkinson came to the area to study at the 
University of Massachusetts in Amherst. In 1961, the 
couple met in college. 

How will he be filling his free time? Atkinson 
responded, “As I mentioned, I’m planning on traveling 
and ‘history’ is going to be our thing. I’m really looking 
forward to hitting some of these Civil War places in 
this part of the country. Obviously, when we travel to

other parts of the country, we will do something else.” 

He added, “A couple of years ago, we went out to 
San Francisco, where my wife was teaching. We 
arrived there three days early, so we had time to sight¬ 
see together.” 

Summing up his thoughts on retirement and leav¬ 
ing a message behind to the kids, Atkinson stated, “I 
don’t know what to say; I just get exasperated 
because I don’t want my students to cheat them¬ 
selves. I want them to study and learn for themselves, 
and now see how much they can get away with. I’ve 
told the kids over and over again, we are giving you a 
whole lot more than $7.50 an hour - we are giving you 
an education, which will give you a lifetime of work to 
do. 

“At times, I hear kids say, ‘I can’t study because I 
have to work at McDonald’s to sell hamburgs and I 
don’t have time to do my homework.’ That really burns 
me up when I hear that.” 

He concluded by saying, “I think the most important 
thing a kid can do in school is to do what is expected 
of them. Just try to do the work you’re trying to do. 
Teachers aren’t there to fail people; they are there to 
teach if kids just give them a chance. Just follow the 
rules and get on with the discipline because that’s the 
way of life and that’s the most important thing they can 
learn in school. I want to everyone for coming to my 
retirement picnic, and it was wonderful to see them 
all.” 

The familiar voice of Richard Atkinson may no 
longer be heard in the corridors of Southwick High, 
but if you listen closely at upcoming track meets, you’ll 
hear his cheers of support. Happy trails, “Coach A”!

Better than a cell phone. 

When historians look back at this era 25 or 50 
years from now, what one invention will they identify 
as having had the greatest impact on the way people 
live? Is there one thing that has changed our lifestyles 
more than anything else? 

If there is one singular device, it would almost cer¬ 
tainly have to be the cell phone. 

Ten or 15 years ago, when people got out of work, 
we simply went home. Whether we were driving our¬ 
selves or riding public transportation, the trip home 
was for most people “down time"; an opportunity to 
relax and unwind. 

Nowadays, it is not at all unusual to see people 
talking on their cell phones instead. One might won¬ 
der what they’re all talking about. 

The desire to communicate with other people 
seems to be a universal phenomenon. Old people, 
young people; rich people or poor people; men and 
women; we’ve all got the itch to be in contact with oth¬ 
ers.

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been bestowed upon people. Animals have a form of 
communication with each other. Some of that com¬ 
munication seems to be pretty sophisticated, as in the 
case of dolphins. Other inter-animal communication is 
fairly basic, like when dogs bark or animals snarl and 
growl. Whether animal communication is sophisticat¬ 
ed or simple, animals cannot communicate with God 
like people can. What an honor God has given us! 

Sometimes, we think of prayer as something we’re 
supposed to do. We can even think of it as a chore, 
about as much fun as brushing our teeth. But God 
doesn’t think of prayer that way. He looks forward to 
moments of communication with us. 

Remember back to our courting or dating days?

Jesus loved to pray. He looked forward to getting to 
spend some time alone with His heavenly Father. In 
the Bible, we read that after He had fed the 5000 peo¬ 
ple, immediately Jesus made His disciples get into 
the boat and go on ahead of him to Bethsaida, 
while He dismissed the crowd. After leaving them, 
He went up on a mountainside to pray. 

There were a lot of things going on for Jesus at that 
particular moment. He was no doubt excited. The 
crowds of people certainly were as well. But in the 
midst of all that excitement, there was a tugging at 
Jesus’ heart. It was not the pangs of a guilty heart -

We 
will come to realize that even though it is not a recent 
invention, prayer is better than a cell phone.

Most people agree that it makes sense to insure 
valuable possessions like their home and car. Yet 
many of these same people neglect insuring their 
most valuable asset - their ability to earn an income. 

When you’re healthy and able to work, it's easy to 
assume your life won’t be interrupted by disability. 
However, according to a 1984 study published by the 
U.S. Department of Health and Human Seryices, one 
in three people between the ages of 35 and 65 will 
suffer a long-term disability (more than 90 days) dur¬ 
ing his or her working life. 

But even if you suffer a long-term disability, your 
inability to work may not mean a fight for your eco¬ 
nomic life. Disability income protection is a way to 
keep you financially secure in case*'the unexpected 
happens. 

Who needs disability insurance? Simply put, 
anyone who relies on a paycheck to meet monthly 
expenses needs disability insurance. If you’re among

Taping phone calls no way to go... 

Question: I am going through a divorce, and my 
husband says a lot of abusive things to me on the 
telephone. I want to tape-record the nasty things that 
he says to me; however, I have heard that this is ille¬ 
gal. What should I do? 

Answer: Your question asks two questions: one of 
abuse and one of tape-recording. If your spouse is 
continuously threatening or verbally abusive to you 
via the telephone or in person, you need to protect 


the rules are strict, and according to the Social 
Security Administration, more than one-half of first¬ 
time applicants are denied benefits. Others may 
assume that workers’ compensation is all they need. 
Unfortunately, you are only eligible for benefits if your 
disability is a result of a work-related illness or injury. 

Employer provided coverage. One of the most 
economical way to obtain disability coverage is 
through group plans offered by some employers. 
Among working Americans with disability protection, 
many are covered through an employer’s plan. Group 
coverage typically pays 60 to 70 percent of your cur¬ 
rent base income (does not/tover bonuses, commis¬ 
sions, etc.) and waiting periods will vary from plan to 
plan. 

Other coverage options. If you aren’t eligible for 
an employer-sponsored disability plan or wish to sup¬ 
plement your employer-provided coverage, you can 
purchase an individual disability policy. Although they 
typically cost more, most individual policies also offer 
more generous benefits than group policies. Benefits 
may include shorter waiting periods and the ability to 
maintain uninterrupted coverage if you change jobs.

yourself. If you are in fear of your safety, you can ask 
the Court to grant you an Abuse Prevention Order. 
The first thing you need to consider is your safety. 

If it is just a matter of you wanting to have his state¬ 
ments “on the record” in order to use for your benefit 
later on, then a Restraining Order is not an option for 
you. The issue of taping private conversations without 
the knowledge and consent of your spouse is a viola¬ 
tion of the Massachusetts Law. 

You may say that you told him and he said he did¬ 
n’t care. However, proving that your spouse gave their 
consent to being taped is an entirely different issue. 
Consent in the legal sense is more than just saying, 
“Do what you want, I don’t care.” 

Taping your spouse will almost always be of no 
legal use to you. It is very likely that in taping the con¬ 
versations between your spouse and yourself, you are 
violating the law in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.

preserve easement... 

Homeowners with a view easement through their 
neighbors’ property could trim the neighbors’ vegeta¬ 
tion when it was obstructing their view of the ocean, a 
Land Court Judge has held. 

The neighbors argued that trimming the vegetation 
would increase the risk of the plants dying and would 
not discourage trespassers. But the Judge disagreed 
and denied the neighbors’ request for a preliminary 
injunction. 

The property interest the homeowners possess in 
the view easement... is a valuable one whose viola¬ 
tion is a harm superior to any harm that would be suf¬ 
fered by the neighbors. Contrary to the neighbors’ 
argument, preservation of the status quo in this case 
is clearly abiding by the language of the view ease¬ 
ment. 

This decision is important because the Court rec¬ 
ognized that “views are worthy of protection when 
they’re protected by a view easement.” For those buy¬ 
ing property with a view easement, the Court’s deci¬ 
sion “restores faith ... that the Court will preserve the 
right of the dominant estate over the subservient 
estate.”

Anyone who wants to buy a house, especially first¬ 
time buyers, must meet certain requirements. The 
first and most important requirement is to have suffi¬ 
cient funds to make monthly mortgage payments. If 
making monthly payments will present a problem, it’s 
not the right time to commit to buying a home. 

The second requirement is that the buyer have 
enough income to pay property taxes and homeown¬ 
er’s insurance. Failure to pay taxes, or an inability to 
maintain sufficient insurance coverage on the proper¬ 
ty, could result in the loss of the property. 

The third requirement is the ability to maintain the 
property. There is some leeway on this one; nonethe¬ 
less, the buyer must have enough breathing room to 
be able to afford routine upkeep and major repairs as 
necessary. If repairs are not made and the property is 
not properly maintained, the value of the property will 
decline. 

A fairly solid credit history is also required. A record 
of late payments, bankruptcy, or failure to pay your 
debts will make it difficult (if not impossible) to secure 
a mortgage. If a mortgage is approved, the interest 
rate will be much higher than that granted to a more 
credit-worthy borrower. 

A down payment is important, and a substantial 
down payment will lower monthly payments and 
negate the necessity of private mortgage insurance. 
Depending on your credit history and your willingness 
to pay private mortgage insurance, you can some¬ 
times make a very low down payment or no down 
payment at all. 

Your real estate professional can advise you on 
how to determine if you meet the requirements for 
home ownership and what options may be available 
to you.

This is very evident at the beach 
on vacation. 


What’s going on with these kids? Is is their diet or 
lack of exercise? A recent article in Medicine & 
Science. Sports & Exercise found there is evidence 
that both positive and negative behaviors established 
at a young age have a high probability of persisting 
into adulthood.

Shoulder and arm pain 

The causes of shoulder and arm pain include ten¬ 
donitis, bursitis, arthritis, and gout. Such pain may 
also result from a reaction to medications such as 
penicillin, anti-anxiety drugs, and oral contraceptives.

Myopia 

Nearsightedness, or Myopia, is an eye condition 
experienced by approximately 20 percent of the pop¬ 
ulation. Difficulty reading street signs, watching TV, or 
recognizing faces from a distance are some exam¬ 
ples of what myopic people have to deal with. 
Eyestrain, headaches, and squinting may accompany 
these symptoms when driving or playing sports for 
long periods of time. 

Myopia occurs when the eyeball is slightly longer 
than usual from the front to the back. The light rays 
(images) will focus in front of the Retina instead of 
directly on it, which is optimal. Myopia is hereditary 
and usually surfaces during childhood affecting men 
and women equally. 

A concave lens (thinner in middle, thicker on edge) 
is used to correct Myopia. These lenses are meas¬ 
ured in minus (-) power. The stronger the lens, the 
more edge thickness and the higher the negative 
number. The corrective lens prescribed (eyeglasses 
or contacts) will refract the images to land on the reti¬ 
na, correcting your eyesight.

I do love to cook outdoors... 

I guess I must be on a “grill kick.” If you are using 
charcoal, use real charcoal. Look to make sure that 
the fuel is designated as real - a.k.a. 100-pfercent - 
wood charcoal and not briquettes. Those briquettes 
can have bromides and all sorts of additives; these 
burn off and go directly to your food by rising up with 
the heat. 

Chicken can be a very versatile meat on the grill. I 
like to pound out chicken breast and marinate in olive 
oil and chopped garlic. When cooked out on a grill, 
this will make a great center of the plate or enhance a 
sandwich very well. 

Remember the following if you’re cooking and 
watching out on fat intake - never spray your chicken 
with Pam or another product like that. Spray the cold 


grill and then bring up the temp to cook your meat. I 
give in to taste and marinate in olive oil. You can mar¬ 
inate in Italian salad dressing or teriyaki sauce. • 

Notice that I didn’t say BBQ sauce. You cook the 
chicken and then add the BBQ sauce right at the end. 
If used earlier, the sugar in BBQ sauce will burn and 
ruin the flavor of your food. But, who knows ... maybe 
you like to eat a lump of charcoal? In that case, pour 
on the sugar-filled BBQ sauce and burn away. 

Here’s another delightful dish - chicken skewered, 
grilled, and served with a spicy Indonesian peanut 
sauce. Make this marinate: lime juice, garlic, fresh gin¬ 
ger, oil, a little crushed pineapple, and a splash of 
water. Rest overnight and then skewer on water- 
soaked bamboo sticks. 

Cook the chicken just until done, and then serve 
with this sauce. Start with 1/2 C peanut butter and mix 
in 1/4 C cream of coconut, 1/2 Tsp. crushed fresh gin¬ 
ger, 3 TB lime juice, 2 TB honey, 3 TB soy sauce, and 
red pepper flakes to taste. Simmer for 10 to 15 min¬ 
utes, and serve after the chicken has cooked. 

Try and be open to new taste and ideas. If you have 
never used cream of coconut before, look for it in the 
Goya section of your favorite supermarket. 

Here is one more wonderful marinate for any 



meats: 1 C Guava nectar, 1/4 C olive oil, 1 Tsp. fresh 
ginger, 3 TB soy sauce, and just a pinch of red pep¬ 
per. No salt needed; you have the^oy. No sweetener; 
you have the guava. 

The oil keeps the meats pliant, and the acid in the 
juice helps to break down the fibers and make the 
meats tender. The rest is just flavors. Try experiment¬ 
ing with different herbs for a new taste. 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude” - it is not what 
you’re eating that’s most important... it is whom you’re 
dining with!

Summer Camp School was discussed, including a 
brief overview of the new rants, chants, skits, and 
cheers. Like Day and Teen Camp, Preschool Camp is 
also involved with the fun. 

For their skit, they sang “ Little Green Frog” and 


wore cute, little paper-frog hats inspired by Royland. 
Since I missed the performance, they decided to sing 
it for me. They did a wonderful job, and this should 
very well be recognized. 

“Being with Preschool Camp for my first year is 
awesome. The other preschool counselors have 
taught me a lot. It’s also cool that most of the campers 
in our group are at camp for the first year, so I can 
relate to them,” stated Sadowski about his first year at 
Perry Lane.

Michael J. Simpson - an 
enterprising instructor 
at Agawam High

Michael J. Simpson has been teaching the entre¬ 
preneurial program at Agawam High School for about 
three years and has had individual and family experi¬ 
ence in entrepreneurship. 

“My grandfather and father were builders,” he told 
us. “They built houses all over and even had to name 
a street Simpson Circle, which is the first right after' 
School Street, off River Road.” 

Simpson lives in a house on the corner of those two 
streets, a good reminder of his family’s background 
and business ventures. 

Simpson went to school in Springfield and West 
Springfield, graduating from West Springfield High 
School in 1974. From 1974 until 1978, he worked for 
the Parks and Recreation Department there while 
attending school. 

In 1978, he started his own business, a chimney 
sweep business, during the oil crunch. For 10 years, 
with a partner, he continued as a contractor/chimney 
sweep, eventually going solo and finishing up his 
degree. 

He attended STCC at night for the first year and 
days the second year, earning an associate’s degree 
in marketing. He followed up with a bachelor of busi¬ 
ness administration degree with a concentration in 
marketing from UMass. 

For the next 10 years, Simpson worked in the cor¬ 
porate world as a lease account manager for Ryder 
Transportation, but the need to make a difference in 
kids’ lives drew him into teaching - and coaching foot¬ 
ball. 

He earbed a master’s degree in secondary educa¬ 
tion from American International College and, at the 
same time, became the founder of the Blitzin’ Bears, 
a semi-pro football team in Springfield. 

“This is their fifth year in operation. This year, they 
are in the North American Football League. 
Previously, they were in the Eastern Football League 
and tied for the divisional title in 2001. I brought the 
team into the national playoffs in 2001.” 

Still involved with the teams, Simpson now serves 
on the board of directors for marketing the team and 
as an offensive coach. 

Other experiences include working at Hampshire 
Regional in Westhampton, teaching accounting and 
multi-media, before beginning at AHS. 

“This is my third year at Agawam High and I like the 
job very much. I’ve got kids comihg to me without any 
knowledge about business - they’re clean slates. But 
business is part of everything and they need to learn.” 

When the School-to-Career Partnership purchased 
a career exploration simulation entitled “Be Real 
Game" for each of the member schools, Simpson rep¬ 
resented the Business Education Department at a 
training session in Marlboro last November.

The AHS entrepreneurship classes are part of the 
Business Education Department and include a 
school-to-career connection that guides students 
through career exploration and planning. 

This framework has been compared to a ladder in 
that each rung supports the next, providing a founda¬ 
tion for career exploration and planning. Each rung of 
the ladder has its own independent value, as well. 

The beginning, or first rung, is the “Career 
Exploration” course, where students complete an 
assessment of their own interests and skills. They 
learn how to research a career and create a career 
action plan. 

At the same time, students practice job-search 
methods and strategies, such as writing resumes, 
interviewing, networking, writing letters, handling con¬ 
flict in the workplace, legal and safety issues, team¬ 
building skills, and communication skills. 

The students create a portfolio that can be updated 
and expanded. The career exploration course is the 
foundation for the school-to-career connection. 

The next rung, the “Career Center," provides serv¬ 
ices during the school day and after school, encour¬ 
aging students to use the career center software, 
accessing information about careers, colleges, and 
scholarships; arrange a Job Shadow Experience for 
career exploration; arrange an internship for career 
exploration, work experience, and academic credit; 
and prepare for job shadowing, an internship, or 
employment. 

The Career Center can help coordinate job shad¬ 
owing, internships, or cooperative education situa¬ 
tions. The latter consists of two parts, a Cooperative 
Education Class (full-year course) and Cooperative 
Education Job (on-the-job training in a paid position in 
the community). 

The program is available to juniors and seniors. 
Miriam Mackler, the AHS Career Center facilitator, 
promotes and coordinates internships for students. 

Alan Rogers of the Agawam Chamber of 
Commerce Education Committee has worked with 
Mrs. Mackler to arrange internship opportunities. 

Member companies of the Agawam Chamber have 
accepted students for internships, guided by the 
Massachusetts work-based learning plan. Taylor 


Rental, Reliable Temps, and the office of E.B’s 
Restaurant are a few participants. 

Moreover, the Career Center and Business 
Education Department staff work closely with the staff- 
of the School-to-Career Partnership of the Lower 
Pioneer Valley Education Collaborative. 

Mrs. Mackler and AHS business teacher Arlene 
Mazza have attended several statewide meetings 
which were sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Department of Education School-to-Career office in 
Worcester, in addition to the local partnership meet¬ 
ings held at the Career Tech facilities in Chicopee. 

The Business Education Department has renewed 
a relationship with Junior Achievement, and Alan 
Stearley of New England Financial, part of the 
Zampicini Financial Group, worked with Simpson to 
present the lesson to students in the half-year eco¬ 
nomics class. Junior Achievement provided textbooks 
regarding traditional supply-and-demand economics. 

A few highlights of the Entrepreneurship Program 
included a New York buying trip. Students from local 
area schools visit the wholesale district in New York 
City. The trip is sponsored by the Entrepreneurial 
Institute of STCC. 

Westfield Bank supported the most recent trip, plus 
others, loaning money to the students to purchase 
“hot” items such as billiard ball keychains, Silly String, 
gloves, hats, socks, and hair accessories. 

Another highlight is the Entrepreneurship Fall 
Forum, held last fall in the cafeteria of the High 
School. Refreshments were served and several suc¬ 
cessful businesspeople spoke about various aspects 
of maintaining a business. One speaker even dis¬ 
cussed philanthropy. 

Still another highlight is a trip to the Entrepreneurial 
Institute at STCC’s Entrepreneurial Enterprise Center. 
Simpson’s class culminates with the Business Plan 
Competition. 

And there is a lot more to Simpson, taking into 
account that not only does he actively coordinate and 
conduct the Entrepreneurial Program, but has main¬ 
tained his involvement with the football team he 
founded. 

"Football is a big part of my life. I played it when I 
was eight years-old and played for West Side in high 
school as a nose tackle/middle linebacker.” 

He has a brother, Dan, who work? in Agawam; 
another brother, Bill, who is also an entrepreneur 
working with commercial lighting protection; and a 
third brother, John, who is an artist and an adminis¬ 
trator of a museum.

Agawam Little League Jr. All-Stars lead Millbury, 


4-2, before rains wash out State second round 


The Agawam Little League Junior All-Stars (13 
year-olds), the District II champs, rallied in the fifth 
and seventh innings to take a 4-2 lead over the 
Millbury Jr. All-Stars before the rains came and 
washed out the second-round state tournament game 
at Agawam’s St. John’s Field on Tuesday evening, 
July 22nd. 

At presstime, the two teams will resume the hard- 
fought ballgame on Wednesday evening, July 23rd, 
with Agawam still batting in the top of the seventh with 
a runner on third and one out. 

If Agawam prevails, it will move on to the state 
semifinals at a site and time to be determined, 
depending on how this week’s rash of rain and thun¬ 
derstorms affects games being played in other 
regions. 

Tuesday night’s bout vs. Millbury and the rains 
came in the wake of Agawam’s easy, 13-2 shellacking 
over District III champion Athol in the opening round of 
the State Junior League Tournament last Saturday 
(July 19th) in Athol’s backyard. 

“This really is a great bunch of kids. They will carry 
these memories with them for the rest of their lives. 
Many of these-boys had the experience of reaching 
the state final last year as 12 year-olds and that is 
helping us," remarked Coach Pete Donah. 

While there may be a ring of truth to Donah’s “been 
there, done there" observation, Agawam’s run through 
the district tournament and past Athol in the opening 
round of the state tournament can also be attributed to 
the team's ability to score runs in bunches. And with 


this kind of an attack and when solid pitching is fac¬ 
tored into the equation (several shutouts, including 
Billy Parr’s magnificient, 18-strikeout no-hitter in the 
District II quarterfinals), the pressure is always on the 
other side to respond and so far, only Millbury has 
answered the bell. 

The coin flipped Millbury’s way on Tuesday 
evening, so the Agawam entry was named the visiting 
team despite playing before a noisy partisan gathering 
at St. John’s Field. 

The locals assumed a 1-0 advantage when catch¬ 
er Steve Carmody walked, was advanced to'second 
on a sacrifice bunt by Drew Randall, stole third, and 
was plated when Nick Pioggia reached on an infield 
error. 

Millbury tallied two unearned runs on two errors 
and two hits off Agawam hurler Steve Donah to take a 
2-1 lead. 

It stayed that way until the top of the fifth when 
Carmody singled. He reached second on Randall’s 
fielder’s choice and tied the score when Pioggia lofted 
a seeing-eye blooper to centerfield. 

With the score still deadlocked at two, Millbury 
unraveled in the top of the seventh. Carmody walked 
and advanced to second when Randall’s sacrifice 
bunt attempt turned into a base hit. 

Donah walked to load the bases with no outs. Then 
it was passed-ball city. 

Carmody scurried home on the first passed ball as 
Agawam regained the lead, 3-2. Randall moved to 
third and Donah took second. 


Pioggia walked to reload the bases and Millbury 
was in a heap of trouble. 

Another passed ball resulted in Randall being 
tagged out in a dramatic play at the plate for the first 
out, as Donah went to third and Pioggia went to sec¬ 
ond. 

The next passed ball by Millbury brought Donah 
home and Agawam upped its advantage to 4-2. 

Then the heavens opened the floodgates and the 
umpires decided enough was enough, postponing 
what was heading for a fantastic finish until the next 
night. 

“Steve (Carmody) and Nick (Pioggia) always seem 
to be in the middle of things for us,” Pete Donah said. 
“They are two very heady ballplayers who can hit and 
who have speed." 

Donah (the elder) was expecting to call Pioggia, a 
southpaw, to the mound to hopefully finish off Millbury 
at presstime. 

The younger Donah hurled six innings, allowed four 
hits and whiffed six, including the side in the fifth 
frame. 

* * * 

In the State Junior League Tournament up in Athol, 
everyone was surprised at the ease with which 
Agawam crushed the District III champs during the 13- 
2 romp. 

After a scoreless first, Agawam tallied twice in the 
second, and added singletons in the third, fourth, and 
fifth innings for a 5-1 lead. The issue was forced even 
further by Agawam when it tallied three more runs in 




the fifth. 

The game reached complete rout status when 
Agawam exploded for six runs in the sixth on three 
hits, four walks, and a hit batsman. 

When it was over, Agawam racked up 10 hits in col¬ 
lecting its 13 runs. Starter Billy Parr covered the dis¬ 
tance and allowed just four hits and three walks. He 
whiffed six. 

Wearing the hero’s halos at the plate were Steve 
Butt with two safeties and an RE^If Steve Donah with a 
triple; Paul Trimboli with a hit and 3 RBIs; Nick 
Pioggia, a hit and 3 RBIs; and Joel Bailey with a hit 
and 2 RBIs.

The Agawam girls’ Pioneer Valley Summer Soccer 
League team faced some of its toughest competition 
this past week and found itself in three closely fought 
games.

Practice the vital areas... 

Although every shot in golf has an equal value 
when we count up the score walking off the 18th 
green, there are certain areas of the game that are 
more important than others. 

Before playing a round on most courses, we know 
that we shall be required to play a number of tee 
shots to par 4s and 5s, whether with a driver or other 
wood, and that a good drive into the fairway will make 
these holes so much easier. 

Likewise, regardless of our standard of play, we 
are all too aware that the wedge is going to be called 
upon quite frequently for those vital shots from 80 or 
so yards in. 

Finally, it is an accepted fact that the average golfer 
uses his putter for approximately 40 percent of his 
total number of shots in an average round. 

Obviously, therefore, it is sensible to concentrate 
most of your practice time on developing your skills 
and confidence with these scoring clubs. Use them 
often and learn to make them your allies in the battle 
against par. 

If you can hit most of your drives into the fairway 
and get the ball reasonably close to the pin with your 
pitch and chip shots, then the rest of your game is 
under less pressure and is bound to improve as a 
result. Combine these skills with good putting and 
your handicap is sure to tumble.

Adam Brown, Dan Bobecki, 
Scottie “The Weasel" Urban, and Robert McGeoghan 
did the Accuracy contest and finished fourth again. In 
the Home Run Derby, Mike Tirozzi gave the best 
effort, scoring one point for his shot to centerfield. 

In their first game, SHAA faced off against the Ware 
Indians. Adam Bro^n pitched a good game, hitting his 
spots where he wanted. Ware would continue to hit 
the ball where SHAA wasn’t playing all game and fin¬ 
ished with an 8-0 victory.
